at which time evidence will be taken and all interested persons will be heard by the South Coast
AQMD Governing Board. The meeting will be conducted through a hybrid format of in-person
and/or virtual attendance via videoconferencing and by telephone with opportunities for public
comment.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that the South Coast AQMD is considering the adoption
of Proposed Amended Rule 1106 — Marine and Pleasure Craft Coatings (PAR 1106) and Proposed
Amended Rule 1107 — Coating of Metal Parts and Products (PAR 1107). The objective of PAR
1106 and PAR 1107 is to remove the references to ASTM D7767 “Standard Test Method to
Measure Volatiles from Radiation Curable Acrylate Monomers, Oligomers and Blends and Thin
Coatings Made from Them” to address the United States Environmental Protection Agency (U.S.
EPA) proposed limited State Implementation Plan (SIP) disapproval for Rules 1106 and 1107
citing the deficiency of referencing ASTM D7767-11, which is not approved by the U.S. EPA and
cannot be used to enforce a SIP-approved rule. PAR 1106 will also remove references to
Elastomeric Adhesives and Metallic Heat Resistant Coating, which are not included in the U.S.
EPA 1996 Control Techniques Guidelines (CTG).

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that PAR 1106 and PAR 1107 will be submitted to the
California Air Resources Board and U.S. EPA for inclusion into the SIP.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that PAR 1106 and PAR 1107 implement Sections 110,
172, and 182(e) of the federal Clean Air Act.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that PAR 1106 and PAR 1107 do not impose a new
emission limit or standard, make an existing emission limit or standard more stringent, or impose
new or more stringent monitoring, reporting, or recordkeeping requirements; therefore, a
comparative analysis pursuant to Health and Safety Code Section 40727.2 is not required.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that pursuant to California Environmental Quality Act
(CEQA) Guidelines Sections 15002(k) and 15061, PAR 1106 and PAR 1107 are exempt from
CEQA pursuant to CEQA Guidelines Section 15061(b)(3). A Notice of Exemption will be
prepared pursuant to CEQA Guidelines Section 15062, and if the proposed project is approved,
the Notice of Exemption will be filed for posting with the county clerks of Los Angeles, Orange,
Riverside and San Bernardino counties, and the State Clearinghouse of the Governor’s Office of
Planning and Research.
